77-7-27. Quotas for arrest, citation, stops, or other actions prohibited.

(1) As used in this section:

(a) "Law enforcement agency" means an entity of the state. or a political subdivision of

the state, that exists primarily to prevent and detect crime and enforce criminal laws, statutes,

or ordinances.

(b) "Law enforcement quota" means any requirement or measure regarding the number

or percentage of warnings, complaints, citations, stops, or arrests made by a law enforcement

officer.

(2) A political subdivision or law enforcement agency employing a peace officer may

(a) require. suggest, or direct that a peace officer meet a law enforcement quota;

(b) fevatmate—promote, compensate, reward. or discipline a peace officer on the basis

of a law enforcement quota: or

(c) transfer a peace officer from an employment assignment on the basis of a law

enforcement quota.
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
